People Bend All Efforts to 
| Care for Injured 


Common Grave Planned for 
Unclaimed Bodi 


Relief Workers Handicapped 
by Lack of Supplies 


[BY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
CARBONDALE (ul.) March 19. 
More than half a thousand persons 
are known to be dead and con- 
servative estimates tonight place 
the total loss of life at from 900 


to 1000 as the result of the tor- 
nadq which devastated a score of 
Iinois and Indiana cities’ and 
towns yesterday. 

In addition to the loss of life. 
between 2000 and 3000 persons 
were injured, scores of them prob- 
ably fatally. Other thousands were 
made homeless. 

Tonight, twenty-four hours aft- 

er the catastrophe, the Federal 
government, State Red Cross and 
private institutions and individuals 
combined in the hurculean task of 
caring for the injured, giving 
shelter to the homeless and hunt- 
ing for bodies yet concealed in 
the flattened debris. 
Improvised morgues in a dozen 
little towns and Villages were 
packed to the doors tonight with 
long lines of victims of the tragedy 
who, throughout the day had re- 
mained uncared for, except for the 
ministrations of the nard- pressed 
morticians. The neglect was due 
not to lack of reverence on the 
part of the mourning loved ones. 
but to the fact that the needs of 
the injured and dying engaged the 
immediate attention wf the de- 
reaved survivors. 


RELIEF IS ON WAY 

Tomorrow, possible prepara- 
tions will be completed for hun- 
dreds of funerals. Many multiple 
services are contemplated, with the 
possibility that a number of the 
unidentified dead will be interred 
together. 

In many of the towns where the 
toronado struck. rescue workers 
toiled tonight in utter darkness 
searching for victims, while in- 
adequate corps of doctors and 
nurses with limited supplies ad- 
ministered to t hundreds of in- 
jured by improvised lights. 
Further relief on a wholesale 
scale was in immediate prospect 
tonight. In addition to a company 
of trops at Murphysboro and one 
at West Frankfort, Company I and 
Company K. of Salem and Cairo. 
respectivuly, were ordered to West 
Frankfort and Company L of 
Hillsboro, a medical detachment of 
the One Hundred and Sixth Cav- 
airy, and a medical detachment of 
the One Hundred and Twenty 
Ninth Infantry were sent to 
Murphysboro. 

From Chicago a medical regi- 
ment of 300 men, eleven carloads 
of supplies, eight carloads of ra- 
tions and sixty Pullman cars were 
dispatched to the stricken district, 
| while extra nurses and doctors 
| hurried here late today from Chi- 
‘cago, St. Louls and other near-by 
cities, 

The disaster apparently fell most 
heavily upon people of limited 
means, women and children. In 
the long lists of identified dead, 
the names of very few persons 
who had attained prominence 
were found. 

Murphysboro, West Frankfort, 
De Soto and Gorham, all within 
a radius of twenty-five miles of 
Carbondale in the Southern Iili- 
nols soft-coal flelds, bore the brunt 


of the disaster. 
HALF OF TOWN RAZED 


At Murphysboro tonight 141 
men were known to be deed, with 
the total loss of life estimated at 
300, and upward of 500 injured. 

Murphysboro, a town of 13,- 
000, covering approximately five 
and one-half square miles, had 
two-fifths of its area in charred 
ruins tonight. 100 business houses 
were wrecked or seriously dam- 
aged and 1000 homes destroyed, 
with about 4000 persons homeless. 

The city was without gas and 
light, although desperate efforte 
were being made by public service 
com pany officials to repair brok- 
en cables and wrecked power 
plants, 

Fifty square blocks, Including 
two square miles of the residence 
section, were a mass of tangled 
debris; while firemen still fought 
smoldering embers. in a dozen 
places, 

Half a dozen arrests were made 
for looting and troopers impressed 
sightseers into service with axes 
and shovels and also as stretcher 
bearers.

American heart never fails to re- 
spond to a cry for help. When 
first reports of the havoc wrought 
by the tornado and flres in Im- 
nols, Indiana and Missouri began 
to arrive, many agencies immedi- 
ately put into motion machinery 


for quick relief for the victims. As 
the appalling extent of the disaster 
continued to grow, relief plans ex- 
panded in proportion.

$10,000 from outside contributors. 
Eleven thousand dollars had been 
sent in by this afternoon and to 
this sum Sears-Roebuck added $10..- 
000, making $21,000 immediately 
available. At an early hour this 
afternoon a cursory survey of 
funds collected by Chicago news- 
papers showed in excess of 1200.

That's the copy hook path 
for midwestern spring tornadoes. 
Then it blew iteelf out after it 
crossed the eastern mountain 
ranges and rushed off on a high 
wind for Iceland—as typical 
storms of this territory 40. 


LOW PRESSURE 
“To understand this tornado,” 
Prof. Cox explained, 
understand the weather man's 
‘area of low pressure,’ which he 


styles as ‘low’. 

While lows are observed all 
year, the tornado-bearing ones 
come only in the spring— March. 
April, May and perhaps June. A 
“low” is a pocket of — which is 
almost a vacuum, caused by the 
sudden expansion of the air by 
heat. Spring sunshine does that. 

The barometers in an area of 
low pressure show that the pres- 
sure of the air is very low-—in 
such a simple manner is this con- 
dition of the air named. An area 
of low pressure assumes a whirl- 
ing motion and the winds that 
strike it cause this portion of the 
atmosphere to whirl more. The 
whirl is miles across and high in 
the air. It is the scientist's true 
cyclone. 
| The low which brought disaster 
to Southern Illinois last 

Monday over the Lower 
California. It moved through 
Colorado with only stiff winds to 
tell the earth of its presence but 
over Northern Arkansas Wednes- 
day morning it started gathering 
trouble for itself. Cold winds blew 
upon the low from the north 
West. Warm epring winds laden 
with moisture blew upon this great 
circular movement of air—this'—— 
eddy in the atmosphere—from the 
south. 
Little whiriwinds were started 
on the south side of the great 
eddy. These little separate storme 
were tornadoes—-not cyclones—as 
often mistakenly named by the 
uninformed. 

These small storms always form, 
Prof. Cox said, in the south side 
of a Spring center. So the

is one of stocky bulld. This ts be- 
cause hte nature of the position de- 
mands a man who can stand hard 
work and plenty of it. Not only isa 
backstop more active than any 
other player except the pitcher, 
but he has more equipment to 
carry. 

When a catcher dons his armor 
of mask, chest protector and shin 
guards he is clothed in some 
weighty togs. He also has a heav- 
ler glove than any other player. 
All this extra weight ie pretty cer- 
tain ‘to tire anyone but a eturdy, 
rugged player, even under normal 
weather conditions. On an exces- 
sively hot day a catcher Ie certain 
to lose weight. A frail backstop 
can’t stand the pace. 

Not all the great catchers are big 
men physically. Take Ray Schalk, 
long the star backstop of the White 
Sox, and Muddy Ruel, who did such 
effective work behind the plate 
when the Washington club won 
the American League pennant and 
world champlonship year. 
Neither comes in the class of the 
big. rugged type ef athiete. But 
they both have a knack of conserv- 
ing their strength and so have 
been able to stand the pace better 
than many bigger men and do more 


EXCEPTION IS PROOF 
In baseball, as in everything else, 
it ie the exception which proves 


up an absolutely arbitrary phys- 
ical qualification for any position 
on a team.

The successful catcher must be 
a man who can inspire canfidence 
in his pitchers and infielders. It 
is a hard task for a twirler to 
work with a backstop who doesn’t 
think fast. It is difficult for in- 
fielders to do their best with a 
wild-throwing and catcher 
in the game, 

Real backstops should be of the 
type able to handle all pitchers 
equally well. In other words, to 

et the best resguitg they should 

able to work nearly every day. 
That is one of the principal rea- 
sone a catcher, with few excep- 
tions, has to be a sturdy, rugged 
athlete and «a glutton for hard 
tiresome work. 

A good catcher needs plenty of 
brains. He should train himselt to 
think fast and cultivate dis powers 
of observation.

DOUBTFUL PRECEDENT 
With the confirmation by the Senate 


the Senate to the Cabinet appointments of 
the President, for the time at least, comes 
to an end.

No one disputes that the Senate has the 
constitutional authority to decline to ratify 
the selection of a Cabinet officer -by the 
President. But no Senate in the last 100 
years, prior to the present one and its im- 
mediate predecessor, has descended so low 
in selfish political interest and persona] an- 
imosity as to refuse such ratification. The

It is the plain purport of the Constitution 
that the President shall be permitted to 
name the members of his Cabinet. The 
ratification clause was included to provide 
for the contingency that a venal citizen 
might succeed to the Presidency and might 
choose enemies of the public welfare to 
head the Federal departments. Such con- 


un tingency has never arisen, for no venal 


character has ever occupied the Executive 
chair. 3 
When Cleveland was first elected Prest- 


dent the Senate was Republican; and there 


have been other incidents of a Democratic 
President and Republican Senate. But the 
Republicans in the Senate under such con- 


of any Cabinet appointment. They always 
held that the President had the right to 
make his own Cabinet selections. This 
precedent was unbroken for more than 100 
years. 


Now the refusal of ratification of the 
Warren appointment establishes a prece 
dent. It was not shown that Warren lacked 
the executive ability for the position to 
which the President named him. Neither 
was there anything in his record to ind“ 
cate that the President had been deceived 
in the character of the man he named. 
Warren came through the Senate investi- 
gation unscathed, as the people felt he 
would; for the people of the country have 
confidence in President Coolidge and they 
made that confidence embrace the men 
whom he selected for Cabinet positions. 
Yet the Democrats agreed in secret con- 


the Warren appointment. Why? To those 
on the inside at Washington their oppost- 
tion was no secret. It was known that, as 
Attorney-General, Warren would cause cer- 
tain men and things to be investigated that 


certain Democrats wanted to be left alone. 


The indictment of a member of the Senate 
played a part in And the Democrats 
continued the policy of peanut politics that 
has almost wrecked a once great political 
party, feared by its opponents and respect- 
ed by all. 


But the feverish haste with which they 
ratified the appointment of Mr. Sargent, 
after Mr. Warren had declined a recess ap- 
pointment, discloses their trepidation over 
the resentment of the country to their posi- 
tion on the Warren appointment. The peo- 
ple were making their indignation-felt, and 
the Senators ahd insurgent Republicans re- 
tired with unseemly haste to their cyclone 
cellars. 


The incident is now closed; but the prec- 
edent remains. That precedent would au- 
thorjze a Republican Senate to refuse to 
confirm the appointment of any other than 
a Republican to each Cabinet position by a 
Democratic President. It is but natural 
that a Republican Senate would judge a 
Republican as superior to a Democrat for 
a Cabinet. position. Why should Repub- 
licans stultify themselves by confirming 
Democratic Cabinet officers? 

Based on abstract theory, there is justice 
in that contention; but the experience vf 
more than 100 years has shown that such a 
policy would destroy the very ends for 
which the executive and legislative depart- 
ments were separated by the authors of the 
Constitution. Just government under rep- 
resentative forms is not conducted in that 
way. Peanut politics has wrecked more 
than One government and put an end to the 
national life of more than one people in the 
past; and it is that kind of politics that 
must be frowned upon and discouraged in 
this country if the peaceful progress of the 
last 100 years is to continue. ce 


ASTE DOES IT 
The bitter, lifelong regret of the par- 
ent who carelessly backs his car out of the 
home garage and runs over and kills or 
maims his innocent child may be only 
imagined and not really understood or 
appreciated by those who never have 
had such a tragic experience. And yet 
it is not uncommon, if one accepts the 
reports of the police, who say there have 
been several fatalities of the kind of late in 
and near this city. | 
It would be reasonable to suppose that 
parents on reading the account of such a 
tragedy in the news columns would learn 
a wholesome lesson. And yet it would seem 
that there is nothing on earth, not even pa- 
rental love for cherished offspring, that will 
check the wild career of the dashing, dar- 
ing, impetuous, take-a- chance driver who, 
fifty times a day or oftener, endangers his 
own life and that of others in his mad per- 
formances. 


The headlong driver, &@ his wild dashes 
hither and yon, indicates that he thinks he 
knows all about handling a motor car, but 
he has more to learn than the veriest nov- 
ice who, though he knows little more about 
driving than how to shift the gears and 
steer the machine, does so with such cau- 
tion as not to risk human lite. 


To back a car out of a garage across the 
sidewalk and into the street with the reck- 
less, slap-dash haste in which these know- 
it-all drivers habitually perform the act is 
to court just such a disaster as the slaying 
of a little child. Such accidents nearly al- 
ways are avoidable. As a rule, all tnat 
is necessary to prevent them is to exercise 
a little of that common sense which every- 
body driving an automobile should possess. 
Nearly always these accidents result from 
precipitate haste and the neglect of the ob- 
servance of the fact that one of the last 
places in the world to drive with haste is 
while backing a car out of a garage.

It must be obvious to everyone that the 
construction work can be better undertaken 
under one engineer and a single engineer- 
ing organization than under two of half a 
dozen; that waste in the duplication of 
pliers, docks and railroads can be and should 
be avoided; that the harbor should be laid 


out as a single unit and built to conform 


to a general plan, and that one responsible 
authority negotiating with four railroads 
will bave better success than two jealous 
cities, which the carriers may play off 
against each other for such concessions as 
they desire. This reasoning applies also to 
steamship companies, ocean terminals and 
industrial companies desiring to locate in 
the harbor district. 

From an operating standpoint, also, one 
harbor is cheaper and better than two. 
Clerical and executive forces, piloting, po- 
licing, fire fighting, maintenance can all be 
conducted more efficiently as a unit and 
at less expense. Unity also avoids cut-rate 
competition on pilotage fees, wharfage and 
docking, rentals of piers and land and the 
other items from which harbor costs muat 


might easily lead to deficits that would have 


to be made up by the taxpayers of the two} 


cities concerned. 


But it is in stimulating industry and com- 
merce that a unified port will show to great- 
est advantage. The port is so new it ts 
barely beginning to be known in world com- 
merce. Overseas trade not only remains to 
be developed in volume, but the territory: 
naturally tributary to Long Beach and Los 
Angeles needs education in shipping by this 
port rather than by gulf or northern ports. 

Even the Eastern States must be educat- 
ed to the realization that Long Beach-Los 
Angeles Harbor is the logical port for their 
shipments to the great Southwest. A sin- 
gle, well-organized force under capable man- 
agement can do this with infinitely more 
success and smaller cost and effort than 
can two competitive ports divided by 
imaginary line. |

This standardization, Mr. Miller 
sald, was being attained through 
the co-operation of the steel fabri- 
cators, builders and the work of 
the institu whose initiative in 
the promulgation of standard spec- 
ifications is generally recognized as 
annually saving thousands of dol- 
lars, even to Los Angeles people. 
Also the co-operation of the struc- 
tural steel fabricators operating 
through the institute, he said. and 
representing approximately 90 per 
cent of the structural steel pro- 
duced in this country, was saving 
not less than 30.000, annually 
on the nation’s steel bill. 


BENEFITS RECOGNIZED 

Mr. Miller emphasized to his au- 
dience, composed of architects, en- 
gineers, contractors, real estate op- 
erators, financiers and others ir. 
touch with construction economies 
and structural steel usage in builld- 
ing and bridge construction, that 
los Angeles was but one of about 
twenty-five cities in the country 
which has recognized the eeono- 
mies possible through the adop- 
tion of the standard specifications 
developed by this body. 

Prior to the introduction of Mr. 
Miller a telegram from Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
Was read to the banquet guests by 
Maynard McFie, head of the Me- 
Fie Supply Company, tn which Mr. 
Hoover congratulated the Southern 
California division of the institute 
and stated that he was “a stron 
believer in the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of industry, the engineering 
profession and the consum:ng pub- 
lic in such matters as aimplifica- 
tion and standardization of prod- 
ucts and practices.” 


INSTITUTE PURPOSE 
Mr. Miller, who was introduced 
by Fred L.

primary purposes of the institute, 
the actual saving of 12 1-2 per cent 
on the amount of structural steel 
required for any specific job, is al- 
ready well on the way to complete 
realization.
